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Cooperation Stressed For 
Council - School Meeting 


The upcoming workshop meeting between Town 
Council and the School Committee this coming Mon¬ 
day at the Public Library, according to Town Manager 
Richard J. Bowen, "should be the first step in 
establishing a relationship between the town and 
school departments" to help deal with the expected 
budgetary problems in meeting with Proposition 2 
1 / 2 . 

Called The Meeting 

Bowen called the meeting between the two elected 
bodies two weeks ago. Several councilors, including 
Council President Paul Fieldstad had publicly sup¬ 
ported such a meeting after Proposition 2 1/2 took’ef¬ 
fect on December 4. 

Besides substantially reducing property and execise 
taxes, Proposition 2 1/2 also nixed the School Commit¬ 
tee's fiscal autonomy. The council now has final say 
on the entire municipal budget. 


School Board Chairwoman Jessie Fuller, who will 
serve as the board's spokesman Monday, said board 
members are interested in establishing a harmonious 
link with council members. 

"1 hope we can begin to establish a program of 
work with the council," said Mrs. Fuller. "We don't 
want to go overboard on our budget but we don't 
wish to be undercut either. We hope to come to a con¬ 
sensus with them." 

Different Ideas 

On the friction between the School Board and coun¬ 
cil, Mrs. Fuller called it "different ideas and 
opinions" on several subjects, including the now- 
defunct Westover Occupational Collaborative. 

"The Town Council now has an additional respon¬ 
sibility with control of the entire budget, and I hope 
that some of our differences on issues are not contriv¬ 
ed as animosity. We want to work with the council to 
give the school children the best education possible." 

According to Fieldstad, Monday's meeting will 
serve to "set aside some of the bitterness between the 
council and School Board," and attempt to begin the 
process of implementing 2 1/2 "with as little pain as 
possible." 

He said the current budget of over $17 million will 
need definite modification and that both council and 
school committee members must come to grips with 
the budget. 

When contacted, School Board members Thomas 
Ennis and Walter Balboni each agreed that Monday's 
meeting should serve to initiate much needed 
dialogue "to get things off on the right foot," as 
Balboni put it. 

Ennis predicted program cuts and personnel layoffs 
were a tact but he said that at this point, the School 
Committee's recently passed program of work to 
assess fairly and equally the school budget will soon 
commence. , 

Fieldstad promised that the liason committee bet¬ 
ween Town Council and the School Board, which he 
said was once a "token committee" will now be vital¬ 
ly important in the overall picture. 

All council budget committees will be appointed 
after January 1, he said. 


Although a long-time opponent of the fiscal 
autonomy for school committees, Bowen says the 
School Board's role in the fiscal budget'for 1981-82 
becomes "more important than ever." 

"It won't be in the best interests of the community 
if knives are drawn and there is some serious 
bloodletting over the budget," Bowen commented. 
"The School Board need not be concerned that the 
loss of fiscal autonomy will be bad for them nor 
should the council believe that the time has come for 
saying 'here's our chance.' We have to work 
together."

He says that recent meetings with school depart¬ 
ment officials have resulted in frank and fruitful 
dialogue and he maintains that the relationship bet¬ 
ween Town Council and the School Committee must 
be positive. 

. Bowen discounted the much-publicized animosity 
between the two elected groups as "something of the 
past." He said the meeting would be informal in 
nature and serve to-begin to solve the riddle* of how 
the lost revenue, which includes some $500,000 in ex-, 
cise tax alone, will affect the appropriation of funds 
between the town and school budgets.

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Dept. Heads' Pay Hikes Delayed 


Town Manager Richard Bowen once again faced 
stiff interference with proposed cost-of-living hikes 
for 28 members of the town's administration. Town 
Council tabled Bowen's request 9-4 until further data 
and explanation could be discussed at a December 8 
workshop. 

8.5 Percent 

Bowen initially brought forth a pay increase for the 
department heads and supervisors at the council's 
November 17 session, but only could receive eight of 
the necessary 10 votes to pass the ordinance giving an 
8.5 percent hike, totaling some $40,000. 

On an issue that is becoming Bowen's first major 
battleground since assuming office in October, coun¬ 
cilor Donald Rheault fired the first salvo of protest. 

Rheault, a supporter of Bowen's pay request last 
time out, strongly argued that the manager was 
violating parliamentary procedure by re-issuing his 
ordinance after the council had "seen in its wisdom to 
defeat it." 

Remarked Rheault, "If a councilor had decided to 
ut it back on the agenda, then fine. But the manager 
as no right to come back with it after the council saw 
fit to defeat it." 

Council President Paul Fieldstad said the council 
was "being consistent" by permitting Bowen's or¬ 
dinance on the agenda and also pointed out that on no 
occasion has the chair been overruled despite 
numerous challenges in the past. 

Rheault’s challenge was defeated 10-3. Councilors 
Walter Kerr and Elaine Bonavita concurred with 
Rheault. 

Bowen's main thrust to justify the pay raises was to 
note that the adminstrators were the only municipal 
employees who had not received cost of living in¬ 
creases this year. 


He also noted that the raises were "fair and 
equitable" and based on professional judgement. 

As the dialogue progessed, it became evident that 
Bowen had failed to produce the necessary 10 votes. 

Councilors Robert DeForge and William Herd, two 
of the five councilors opposing the raises two weeks 
ago, again criticized the raises. 

Postpone Defeat 

In attempt to postpone another outright defeat for 
the pay hikes, councilor Richard Theroux moved to 
table the proposal until the second meeting in January 
but later deferred to Herd's suggestion that Bowen 
conduct a workshop in December to discuss the mat¬ 
ter further. 

Bowen's suggestion that the council approve the 
first of three required readings of the ordinance with 
the understanding that it could later reject it was nix¬ 
ed by Fieldstad, who pointed out that after the second 
reading no amendments could be offered to the or¬ 
dinance. 

Both DeForge and Herd explained that as it now 
stands, their dissent of the pay hikes remains stead¬ 
fast. During the session, Miss Bonavita also asserted 
her dissent. 

Councilors Walter Kerr and John Bartnik were the 
other two votes againt the increases two weeks ago. 

Following the meeting, Rheault expressed disap¬ 
pointment that Fieldstad had allowed Bowen to re¬ 
submit his request. He said, "I don't believe that it's 
in the spirit of good parliamentary procedure to allow 
the manager to place things back on the agenda after 
the council has defeated it. This mistake will continue 
to plague us in the future." 

Fieldstad reasserted that he follows the wishes of 
the majority of his colleagues and will continue to do 
so during his tenure as chairman.

License Board 
Resolution 
Approved

Town Council has unanimously passed a resolution 
granting the Liquor Commission authority to convert 
all existing seasonal liquor licenses to full liquor 
licenses, pending approval of the Massachusetts 
legislature. 

Under the proposal, as many as ten seasonal 
license holders in Agawam could be given a full li¬ 
quor license if they so desire. The granting of further 
seasonal licenses would be prohibited. 

Councilor Paul Paleologopoulos, who sponsored the 
resolution at Monday's regular council meeting, said 
he requested the change "to eliminate hardships that 
holders of seasonal licenses face during the 2 V 2 mon¬ 
ths of 'the year that they cannot serve their 
customers." 

Paleologopoulos said the proposal would not allow 
additional full liquor licenses to be granted until the 
population quota was met under the terms establish¬ 
ed in the Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 138, 
Section 17. 

Earlier in the meeting, council members heard from 
Ernest Lombardi, owner of J. W. Wimpy’s and the 
Green Gables, who charged that the town already had 
too many full liquor license holders based on the 
population quota. Lombardi said that there are 18 
common victualer licenses in Agawam, and according 
to law, there should be one license for every 2500 
people. 

"This means the population of Agawam should be 
45,000," Lombardi said, "and by adding seasonals, 
you're way over the limit." He said he would like to 
see a board appointed to study the proper procedures 
needed to issue liquor licenses. 

Paleologopoulos said his proposal would only con¬ 
vert existing seasonal licenses to full licenses and 
otherwise would not change the limitations imposed 
upon the Liquor Licensing Board by law. 

"We're not creating any new licenses by this resolu¬ 
tion," he said. "We're adding 2V: months of operation 
for those people with seasonal licenses. Seasonal 
licenses are valid from April to January 15th each 
year. 

Councilor Richard Theroux said that seasonal 
licenses were created originally for vacation areas in 
the Commonwealth and that having them in Agawam 
is a "disservice" to businessmen because of their im- 
practicalities.

Town Council has unanimously passed its fjrs*- 
ever policy on municipal contracts in the hopes that 
future labor-management negotiations will keep :he 
council better informed on the proceedings ana pro¬ 
vide room for council imput during the negotiation 
process. 

Councilors voted 13-0 Monday night o accept a 
report of the three-member sub-committee chaired by 
councilor Richard Theroux. 


The policy's major thrust requires the town 
manager to conduct an informational workshop 
before he signs an employee contract. 

The policy also mandates that the town manager 
conduct a workshop session at the beginning of each 
fiscal year to discuss upcoming municipal contracts 
and. that the manage is required to meet at least once 
with the council before negotiations with employees 
commence. 

It also requires the manager to meet with the coun¬ 
cil at what he considers a midway point ir the 
negotiation process to allow councilors further imput. 

The town charter states that the manager "shall 
negotiate" contracts and then "may" sign the com¬ 
pleted agreement but provides the council with con¬ 
trol over the funds to implement it. 

Town Manager Richard bowen said .hat while he 
understands the council's need for a written policy I 
don't believe such rules are needed. If a breakdown 
occurs in that simple area between the manager and 
council, then the system can't work.

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Chief Promises 
Crackdown 
On Speeding 

Chief Stanley Chmielewski has issued a warning to 
all lead-footed drivers: "Don't speed in Agawam 
anymore because we'll be waiting for you." 

Chmielewski today announced that the department 
will immediately crackdown on speeders, especially 
those on the side streets. 

The department has received a rash of complaints 
recently from residents who watch drivers pass by 
their homes at a high rate of speed. 

"We want to make the community as safe as possi¬ 
ble. We will now zero in on those drivers who cannot 
abide by the law and, therefore, create hazards for 
pedestrians and fellow drivers alike," the chief 
remarked. 

Chmielewski says Traffic Officer Robert Marsh and 
Safety Officer Alfred Longhi are happy to report that 
signs posting speed limits have been repaired or in 
many cases reposted along local arteries. He says the 
radar gun will be used extensively over the next 
several months to discourage excessive highway 
speed. 

The chief says, "We-ran into some problems pro¬ 
secuting traffic tickets due to signs being knocked 
over or missing.

Prepare a new five-year master plan for the Town of 
Agawam based on the realities of Proposition 2Vz."

He has served the community over a period 
of several years as a member of the Library Building 
Review Committee (elected chairman); a member of 
the Board of Directors of SPAN Center; a member of 
the Advisory Committee for the Agawam YMCA; and 
founder of a free legal clinic for the elderly at the 
Agawam Senior Citizens' Center.

The AGAWAM CLEARINGHOUSE under the 
direction of the Agawam Junior Women's Club, has 
begun work for the Christmas season with high 
hopes. What is the Agawam Clearinghouse? It is a 
committee of concerned citizens through whom area 
groups, individuals, and organizations channel their 
donations to those in need at holiday time. 

Giving Programs 

The "clearinghouse idea" was conceived and 
organized by Edith Larsen in 1958 as a means of coor¬ 
dinating the giving programs of several groups so that 
duplication of effort(s) could be avoided. Previously 
some families had received two or more holiday 
baskets from different donors while other families 
with legitimate needs were completely overlooked. 

According to this year's chairperson, Gail Pirnie., 

• "The main point of the Clearinghouse project is that 
all groups should work through this focal point so that 
duplication can be avoided and as many families as 
possible can be helped." 

The work begins each fall with the school nurses, 
who are in a position to know where the needs exists. 
They are very discreet, and they're usually the first to 
' know if a family is experiencing difficulty. They then 
make recommendations to the Clearinghouse on the 
basis of what they see. Recommendations also come 
in from area churches and from the Senior Center. 

Need is determined by many factors. Sudden and 
severe difficulties are generally given first preference. 
An example might be a home damaged by fire, leav¬ 
ing the family temporarily, but seriously in need of 
aid. Sudden loss of income or of health is another con¬ 
sideration. The number and ages of children in a 
family helps determine priority. 

The exact number of baskets to be given out can be. 
determined only after all contributions are in. Mrs. 
Pirni^ suggested that anyone wishing to help should 
let her know as soon as possible. She stressed the'

I disagree with the council leadership that they 
should set the administrative policies. I firmly believe 
that the council/manager theory is one in which the 
manager has the responsibility to recommend policy. 
The fact is that he has selected key administrative 
personnel that serve on his staff, and they, along with 
the manager, are in a better position to determine 

I write this editorial with the thought that you really policy. At best, it should be one of mutual understan- 
do care. I'm referring to the recent salary proposal by ding, 
our manager for the town department heads. 

Know All The Facts? 

Has anyone told you all the facts of this proposal? 

We seem to read only what they want you to. This 
cost of living raise and recent upgrade of salary is ap¬ 
parently now being rammed down your throats. I say 
"yours" because it is you the taxpayer who will pay. 

I hope that after reading this you will be concerned, 
concerned enough to express your opinion to your 
councilor. Speak now when you can be heard, not 
after when it is too late. 

On July 1, 1980, town department heads received 
raises (upgrading of classifications) from a range of 
2.2 percent to 12.7 percent of salary base with only 
one remaining the same. The basic reason given was 
to bring their job level to the pay of others in surroun¬ 
ding communities or for other reasons. The council 
engaged in much discussion with the end result being 
the increases of salaries. Overall, the council felt the 
proposals fair, and effective July 1, 1980 all but one 
department head enjoyed increased salaries of 
$457.60 to a high of $2180.36. 

Now, here we are a few months later and we find 
our manager telling the council that his new proposal 
is in order. The new proposal, labeled as a cost-of- 
living raise, will be retroactive back to the same July 
1, 1980 and specifically is an increase of an additional 
8.5 percent to salary base. - 

This means that if approved, except for one in¬ 
dividual, all department heads would have then 
J \ . 1, a minimum of 10.7 per¬ 

cent to a high of 21.2 percent salary base increase. 

Sound a little^different when you put the two percen¬ 
tages together? 

Ask Questions 

I guess the question to ask is: do you think the 
manager is correct? Is the raise in order? Probably you 
might ask yourself...Did you receive 10.7 percent last 
year? How about 15 percent or 18 percent? Or did you 
receive 21.2 percent as proposed here? 

My appeal is very simple. Did Proposition 2 1/2 
mean for us (the council) to be more prudent with 
your money or do you feel these raises are in order? I 
wonder how many of you will take the time to call 
• f our councilor...I wonder how many of you even real- 
.y care.

The Apple Tree, a production of the New Valley 
Players at the Brass Rail dinner theatre in Southwick, 
is a three-act musical based on stories by Mark 
Twain, Frank Stockton, and Jules Feiffer. With music 
by Jerry Bock and lyrics by Sheldon Harnick, love 
and how to make it grow and stay is the central theme 
that connects the three stories into this cohesive/play. 
The Apple Tree and its talented cast offer entertain¬ 
ment that is light, fun, fuzzy and warm. 

The first act, "The Diary of Adam and Eve," based 
on a work of the same title by Mark Twain, has the 
most depth of the three. It is written with a fine 
balance of humor and wisdom. 

This balance is brought to life superbly by the talent 
of Evelyn Holland, wno plays Eve. Her antics to get 
Adam, Paul Boland, interested in something other 
than whittling a piece of wood are funny and sym¬ 
pathetic, while never cruel or condescending. It is im¬ 
possible not to share her wonder of flowers, animals, 
and everything beautiful. Her feelings are at times 
either obvious or subtle, and they are always con¬ 
tagious. 

The story has sentiment, but it not overdone or em¬ 
barrassing. It is, rather, for some of us, refreshing and 
needed. 

Act II, "The Lady or the Tiger," is a children's tale 
adulterized with lots of melodramatic gestures and 
unabashed hamming it up. When a commoner by the 
name of Captain Sanjar, played by Joe Calebrais, is 
caught kissing the Princess Barbara, Evelyn Holland, 
he is forced to choose between two doors. If he 
chooses the door to the tiger, he is guilty. If the door 
leads to the lady, he is innocent. Princess Barbara 
knows which door is which and the catch is, will she 
save his life by giving him to another woman? 

This act moves fast, with musical numbers quickly 
following one after another. The choreography by Joe 
Calebrais and the dancing, especially that of Colleen 
Bartlett, are lively and costumes by Dominique are 
appropriate and colorful. 

Act III, "Passionella," is based on a story by Jules 
Feiffer that makes use of the Cinderella theme. Ella,
